Next year when Williams was  go- 
ing to the same place with a large party he 
said he would find the outfit there. at 
Steve had been killed was proven by the 
burnt human bones and the articles found 
in the ashes known to have been Steve’s. 
Although the evidence adduced was not 
sufficient to convict the prisoner, he held 
that it was sufficient to make it the duty of 
his worship to commit him for trial. 

Mr. Prince said that if the crown had not 
sufficient evidence to convict it had no right 
to ask his worship to commit for trial. Be- 
fore a man can be tried for murder it must 
be shown that a murder had been committed. 
This had not been shown. The circum- 
stances that were alleged to point strongly 
towards the prisoner might occur in the 
most ordinary course of events in the life 
of miner’son the river. Williams} oaly 
claimed to have $52.50. This was sufficient 
to account for all the purchases he made 
and was not more than a miner might well 
make in the time he was down the river. 
There was no evidence that Sjeve had been 
killed. There was no proof that Williams 
had more money than he admitted. There 
was no proof that Steve had the watch 
when he went down the river. He may 
have sold it in town before going down the 
river to the man from whom Williams 
bought it. Under the present circumstances 
that man was not likely to come forward 
and give evidence as to his ownership of the 
watch. It was impossible for a jury to con- 
vict on the present evidence and the 
magistrate had not greater power thana 
jury. When the crown had prepared its 
case would be tine enough tocommit. The 
crown could better go to the expense of re- 
arresting the prisoner than the prisoner’s 
family could live without his support. 

Mr. Beck replied that he had closed the 
case without all the evidence because he 
thought sufficient evidence had been ad- 
duced. Further evidence would be brought 
forward at the trial if the prisoner was 
committed. One important witness was 
now in Prince Albert. The prisoner had 
said that he had been making as much as 
$2.50 per day. Fifty-two dollars and fifty 
cents would be $2.50 per day for three 
weeks, and Williams was not three weeks 
away. Besides as Steve supp'ied the outfit 
Williams would have to pay his share out of 
his earnings. 

Decision reserved until 10 a.m. to-day. 

At 10 a.m. this morning Rance ‘Williams 
was committed by the presiding magistrate, 
J. A. McDougall, to stand his trial for the 
murder of George Steve at the next sitting 
of the supreme court, which will probably

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QUEEN VS. WILLIAMS. 


The adjourned preliminary examination 
in the case of Rance Williams charged with 
the murder George Steve, was concluded 
yesterday afternoon before J. A. McDoug- 
all, J. P. 

Nixon Ford was sworn and said I live at 
Beaver hills. Was mining in June, 1893 
at Hickory bar, about 14 miles below Fort 
Saskatchewan on the south side of the river. 
I went there in the last part of May. Found 
the dump box at the west end of the cut 
that had been dug out of the bank; the 
plate box was at the camp ground about 25 
yards from the river and the wash tub 25 
yards west of the camp ground. There 
were dishes under the tub, two tin plates, 
two tin cups, with handles, two forks and” 
one knife, two tea spoons, one frying pan, 
one tin pan. Saw the guy sticks with short 
ort of rope in them and thought they 

ad been burned off. No sign of fire under 
where the tent had stood. Did not notice 
any sign of fire place or where there had 
been a fire except the one which I found 
there and used myself. The only thing 
that struck meas strange was my finding 
all the articles I have mentioned left around 
in such a careless way. I noticed nothing 
about the fire place except that occasionally 
when stirring up the fire I would sometimes 
pull out an eyelet such as produced. I 
stayed there about two weeks. I had a fire 
in the same place every day while there. 
Looked like any ordinary fireyplace I next 
saw the same place this spring along with 
George Broderick, with his wite and my 
wife. This was before I examined the place 
with Constable Cowan. This was about 
the last of Mav. Did not use the same fire 
place this time. I shot a bear there in 
1893, about ten yards from this fire place. 
I skinned it and left the carcase. Then 
came up to Taber's bar near Fort Saskatche- 
wan. Met Martin Anderson and he and I 
went back to the same place to mine, and 
we dug a hole and buried the carcase right 
where it lay. I wasall alone when I shot 
the bear. When there along with Broder. 
ick and our wives this spring I showed 
them where I had buried the bear and did 
not notice any change in the place since 
bringing it there. When there this spring 
with Constable Cowan and Mr. Peters I saw 
them dig out of the old fire place that I had 
used a quantity of stuff that I thought was 
burnt bones, tent eyelets, hocks and eyes 
such as produced. n't remember sceing 
the oil stone before, but remember seeing 
the other articles produced brought out of 
the hole. I was there again with Constable 
Cowan a few daysagoand I dug up the 
bones of the bear carcase I had before buried 
there. The place had no appearance of ever 
having been disturbed since I buried it. 
When there in 1893 I also found a pair of 
scales that would weigh about 3 or 4 ounces. 
The weights were 3, 4, 5and6 dwt. Each 
bowl was tied to the beam with twisted 
silk threads (white). The bowls were brass. 
I found them under the end of a rotten log 
near where 1 sup the camp had been. 
I had been told of them by Martin Ander- 
son before this. I also found a shovel, a 
new dipper and a bottle with about 14 Ibs., 
of quicksilver in it which was alongside the 
dipper. Also a 4 quart tin pail and a 3 quart 
tin pail which had been used over a fire, 
a white handled knife and two forks. All 
the things 1 have mentioned I left with 
Martin Anderson. I also found an axe. 
The axe produced I believe is the same but 
can't swear positively. I do not know where 
Martin Anderson is now. I built a bark 
camp in about June Ist 1893 at this place. 
The door of this bark camp is not more than 
24 or three feet from the fire place used. 
And the bark camp was about 5 yards from 
where the tent appeared to have been. It 
is about 10 yards from the fire place I used 
to where I buried the bear. The place I 
buried the bear is about 5 yards from where 
the tent ap 1 to have been. When I 
was down with Constable Cowan to this 
place this month he drew a small plan of 
the place and I believe it is correct. I saw 
him do it when at the place (plan marked 
exhibit C). Saw no sign of a camp fire 
where the bear was buried.

GENERAL NEWS. 


Calgary Herald: Mr. Angus Fraser, an 
old veteran of the H. B. C,, who after serv- 
ing at the old Rocky Mountain House in 
the palmy days of the far trade, took charge 
of a small post at}the mouth of the Ghost 
river, and then of the little H. B.C. ‘ fort ” 
at the mouth of the Elbow, has sold his 
place across the Bow opposite the Mounted 
police barracks and is contemplating a trip 
home to the old country, which he has not 
seen since he left almost a boy. Mr. Fraser 
is well known and liked by all old timers in 
Calgary. 

Commercial : Without reference to any of 
the foregoing facts and figures, a calm view 
of the situation as it exists in the west, 
should convince any business man of the 
folly, the ruinous folly of the credit system, 
carried on by our country merchants during 
the past ten years. The country merchant 
has all along been the unsecured creditor of 
the farmer, and it is hard to see how he can 
devise a system which can secure him. 
While he has been giving credit without 
security, the mortgage company, the farm 
machinery agent, and the local money 
lender, as well as other shrewd operators, 
have been securing liens and mortgages on 
all the farmer . Such concerns 
have all their machinery organized for the 
work in a state to which it would be impos- 
sible for the country merchant to attain. 
Under such circumstances he is simply run- 
ning in a race in which he has no chance of 
coming out ahead, or even securing a place. 
He is in the race in one sense, but entirely 
out of it so far as a state of safety is con- 
cerned. 

The Nor’-Wester, commenting on the 
Commercial’s argument that the cause of 
the hard times in Manitoba is the credit 
system of the country merchants, says: 
“It is a wonder that so shrewd an observer 
did not go further when about it. That was 
not the place to stop. _It is no trick to tell 
that the patient is suffering from typhoid ; 
in the interest of the patient himself and 
his family it is necessary to discover whence 
the disease originates. ‘* Hannah’s” book 
debts may be worth only 15 cents on the 
dollar, but why are they not worth more? 
Because the farmers are poor and cannot 
pay, is the obvious reply. Very good ; but 
why are the farmers too poor to pay their 
store debts? That is the way to go about 
an inquiry of this kind. Follow the matter 
right up until its very source is traced 
Why can they not pay their debts? It is 
because all their spare cash and more too 
in freight raves to the Canadian Paci 
Railway Company. We have recently

Similar bodies of men have been 
ound necessary in every colony during its 
earlier days; the Australias and South 
Africa, we believe, continue them to the 
resent time. These corps have there been 
ound necessary for over half a century ; the 
N.W.M.P. are little over twenty years old. 
And the elements of trouble are more in 
need of watching in the North-West than 
they ever were in Australia. In the United 
States and in these portions of it lying 
alongside our Territories, the American gov- 


ernment think it necessary to have both 
infantry and cavalry permanently establish- 
ed; there is nothing in our institutions de 
facto preservative of law and order. The 
outbreak of 1885 has taught us that a false 
sense of security may bea very expensive 
thing. It is difficult to understand how 
men conversant with the condition of the 
North-West, its vast extent, conflicting 
ideas, peculiar population and vicinity to 
unsettled territories of a neighbor in more 
or less like condition, can have arrived at 
the conclusion that the mounted police are, 
or are immediately likely to be, a superflu- 
ous part of our executive forces. We have 
not heard that opinion expressed by men of 
the country speaking with a sense of respon- 
sibility. The time will come, no doubt, 
when the influx of population, the extension 
of municipalities end the other accompani- 
ments of settlement and civilization will 
render the continuance of the mounted 

lice unnecessary, but that time is not yet 
in sight.

D.E. Noyes and H. Anthony arrived from 
Tete Jaune Cache and 1). Noyes, jr., from 
White Mud lake on Monday, bringing 
thirteen pack horses loaded with fur, having 
made an excellent wintcr’s trade. The 
rivers are higher than the oldest inhabitant 
has even seen them. While in the heart of 
the mountains near the Henry House on 
June 10th they encountered a snow storm. 
While in the mountains they killed four 
bears, two goats and sixteen sheep. They 
met a party of five men with twelve horses 
beyond the Jasper House who were on the 
way to Cassair. Mr. Anthony wintered at 
the Jasper House at the eastern outlet of 
the Jasper Pass as Tete Jaune Cache is at 
its western outlet. No snow lay in the pass 
all winter. It is a wide grassy valley right 
through the mountains with good grass and 
au excellent place for ranching, far different 
from the Kicking Horse pass, the present 
railway route. The bare ground during the 
winter extended for 30 miles this side of the 
Jasper House. The Indians of that region 
had a good winter. No sickness and plenty 


of game.

At the close of the service 
the procession formed up in the same order 
in which it had passed through town and 
proceeded to the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
fiat near the river bank where tables had 
been laid, decorated in rustic style, and 
where an ample dinner was served. After 
dinner addresses in French were delivered 
by Geo. Roy, president of the society ; by 
Rev. L. Fouquet, chaplain of the society ; 
by Mayor McCauley, in English; by A. 
Prince, M.L.A., in French and English, in 
the latter language speaking on behalf of 
the president to welcome the English 
speaking guests who were taking part. F. 
Marriaggi, J. H. Gariepy and Wilfrid 
Gariepy followed. A choir specially organ- 
ized under the leadership of H. Morel, sang 
‘*Q Canada, mon Pays mes Amours,” and
